That the H e r a l d I» ever ready to 
advocate the interests of our State, 
without allowing any mean and nar­ 
row Jealousy of other localities to in­ 
fluence its course, we believe every 
candid reader will admit; but we can­ 
not agree with every scheme of public 
plunder, simply because it may turn 
out that our own section of the State 
may secure a portion of the swag. 
The early construction of the Texas- 
Pacific railroad is earnestly desired by 
all our people, and we have no doubt 
that Los Angeles county will be as 
much benefltted by Its completion as 
any other locality; yet this considera­ 
tion does not cause us to overlook the 
fact that the scheme now broached for 
««¡curing the aid of the government ia 
one full of danger to our national in­ 
terests, and demanding the closest 
scrutiny. The experience of the peo­ 
ple of the United States in railroad 
building has not been such as to en­ 
courage them to go ahead, and with 
the fearful record of corruption staring 
us in the face, it would seem to be the 
height of folly to place additional mil­ 
lions in the hands of railway specula 
tort, to be squandered by new Mobi 
lien. Even if this were not the proba­ 
ble fate of an appropriation, the finan­ 
cial condition of the government and 
the people is enough to counsel cau­ 
tion. The inoiease ef the public debt 
for the month of December was $9,000, 
000. The deficiency in the revenue for 
the remainder of the fiscal year is esti 
mated to be over $13,000,000, and for 
the succeeding year even a larger sum. 
The 
Secretary 
of 
the Treasury, 
in his annual 
report, just 
pub­ 
lished has found it necessary to 
counsel a reduction of expenses, and a 
judicious increase of taxation. But 
the people are in no condition to stand 
any 
increase 
of 
their 
burdens. 
Through a greater portion of the coun 
try, wide-spread disaster is shaking to 
its Very foundation the financial fab­ 
ric, and the people are calling for re­ 
lief aud assistance, Instead of an in­ 
crease of taxation. 
The legitimate and unavoidable ex­ 
pense of the government must be paid, 
but it is no time to increase those ex­ 
penses, or to plunge into the fearful 
cxtravagehcies of railroading,as exem­ 
plified by Oakes Ames 4 Co. 
The 
voice of the people is for reform and re­ 
trenchment; they have no money to 
bestow on railroad magnates and spec­ 
ulating statesmen, and the cry that 
some of the southern press has raised 
against Governor Booth, charging, 
that if elected to the United States 
Senate, he will oppose the granting of 
aid to the Texaa-Pacific railroad, is one 
of the strongest arguments that can be 
urged in his favor. Private individ­ 
uals and corporations have deferred 
railroad building till a more favorable 
season, and the government can do no 
better than to follow their, example. 
The cry that the present road is a 
monopoly, and that the government 
must build another to give .us compe­ 
tition, is silly. If the United States 
can- build a road it ought to be able to 
control it after It is built, and if it can 
not do so, the quicker it quits the busi­ 
ness the better. 


Brigadier General Juan Nepomu- 
ceno Burriel y Linch has naturally 
been deified to no small degree in the 
city of Santiago de Cuba on the occa­ 
sion of his massacre of the unfortun­ 
ates taken on board the ill-fated Vir- 
. ginius. 
TheBandera Española, of Santiago 
de Cube the 10th ult., publishes the 
following editorial remark, the wish 
being, doubtless, father to the thought: 
' “ A Madrid paper states tnat His Ex­ 
cellency Brigadier General Juan N. 
Burriel has been promoted to the rank 
of general, and, although the report 
lacks official confirmation, we suppose 
our colleague is well informed. Upon 
such an auspicious event we heartily 
congratulate His Excellency for his 
well-merited promotion in the name 
of the Spanish Club of this city, and in 
our own behalf." 
The Lineh at the end of Burriel’s 
name is the name of his mother, 
which the Spaniards ofttimes add to 
the paternal name. In all probability 
the original spelling was Lynch.

Before the panic a company of Indi- 
anians, mostly of this city, about one 
hundred and fifty in number, detirm- 
ining to Beek homes in the milder cli­ 
mate, in the neighborhood of San 
Diego, Southern California, sent Mr. 
D. M. Berry, of this city, as agent to 
examine the country and shoose a 
good location for the colony. 
Mr. 
Berrv, assisted by Gen. Kimbal, the 
recently appointed Surveyor-General 
of Utah, finding objections of drouth 
and other evils to San Diego county, 
Santa Barbara, and other places exam­ 
ined by them, chose 2,800 acres on the 
end of the San Pasqual rancho, four 
miles from the city of Los Angeles, 
for which ten dollars per acre was 
asked. But the money panic upset the 
calculations of most of the members, 
making it impossible for them to fulfill 
their intentions and agreements. The 
land has just been secured, however, 
by some fifteen only of the original in­ 
tended colonists, or whom Dr. Thomas 
B. Elliott is President, and by gentle­ 
men of Cincinnati, Boston, and other 
cities, some of whom are now on the 
ground, making preparations for im­ 
proving the same. The President and 
remaimng members will emigrate 
this winter or in the spring. 
Among 
them is Calvin Fletcher, with his 
family, a son of the late well known 
Calvin Fletcher, who settled in thiB 
city in 1821, and who filled po large a 
page in the history of Indianapolis. 
Messrs. 
Mayhew, 
Matthews, and 
others are of the number engaged. 
News to-day from Los Angeles says 
the owners of the Indiana purchase 
have formed themselves into an asso­ 
ciation called the “San Gahriel Orange 
Grove Association," naming it after 
the river and valley in which the land 
is located.—[Cor. Cincinnati Gazette.

Men 
should be schooled in diplomacy, and 
should be required to guard closely 
H r .: country’s honor, and the safety 
and dignity of itaoittxens. They should 
be punished with severest punish­ 
ment when they neglect.

The cause of the people is marching 
onward witlv dauntless stride, conquer­ 
ing and to conquer. The Legislature 
is now organized, with the exception 
of a few minor attaches to be chosen 
by the Assembly. Thus far the anti­ 
popular influences have not succeeded 
in carrying si single point, and there is 
reason to believe that they will here­ 
after be equally powerless to promote 
evil or prevent good legislation. The 
election of Estee as Speaker, through 
the concurrence of botli Democrats and 
Republicans, was a just recognization 
by ttie House of the predominating 
independent sentiment of the State. 
In that body, whose blood is drawn 
fresh from the public veins at every 
session, and which consequently indi­ 
cates more accurately 
the latest 
changes in the currents of popular 
thought, the new political movement 
has a fair plurality of representation, 
which would have been augmented in­ 
to a majority or even a totality had 
the Independent organization been 
more seasonably and generally inau­ 
gurated. 
It was eminently proper 
that this newest political birth, upon 
which the people have so unmistakably 
bestowed the badge of their favoritism, 
should receive considerate attention at 
the hands of its elder bretheren; and 
therefore the elevation of Estee to the 
speakership was a graceful tribute on 
the part of Republicans and Democrats 
to the majesty of the sovereign masses. 
In the Senate, the contest for Presi­ 
dent pro tern, was practically’ a rail­ 
road and anti-railroad fight. We do 
not wish to be understood to say that 
all the Republicans in that body are 
railroad men. On the contrary, some 
of the staunchest opponents of mono­ 
poly are to be found among their num­ 
bers. But unfortunately, they are in 
the minority, and by supporting the 
party candidate give aid and comfort 
—reluctantly, no doubt—to the popu­ 
lar enemy. The railroad managers 
strove for control of the Senate, and 
the disposal of its important chair­ 
manships through the Republican or­ 
ganization. 
The election of Evans 
would have been claimed, and must 
have been conceded, as a railroad vic­ 
tory. To prevent a consummation so 
devoutly to be abhorred, the Indepen­ 
dents, who are numerically weak in 
that branch of the Legislature, joined 
with the Democrats in support of 
Irwin, in whose election a popular tri­ 
umph was achieved more signal even 
than that already gained in tne House. 
The Senate was the railroad strong­ 
hold. If it had been possible to effect 
a combination strong enough to con­ 
trol its organization, form its commit­ 
tees, and warp its legislation to suit 
the pleasure of our railroad magnates, 
the course of beneficent legislation 
would have been effectual clogged. 
However strong a hand the Assembly 
might have extended to protect public 
interest or redress public wrongs, its ac­ 
tion would have been paralyzed by the 
Senate. For all legislation affecting 
railroad interest there would have been 
a perfect dead-lock. Aware that the 
control of this single department for 
defensive purposes was equivalent to 
dominion over the whole Legislature, 
the railroad managers concentrated all 
their forces to effect its capture. The 
fact that they were defeated after a 
three days struggle, demonstrates at 
once the desperation with which they 
fought, and the hopelessness of their 
being able to seriously interfere with 
the future current of legislation. The 
fight was a fair one on their chosen 
field of combat, and their defeat was a 
railroad Waterloo.—[Sac. Union.
